And ſome 
ſccke lo to pleale thele in icuerall dueties,

The forginenes of this {in is had in Chriſt, 
who was condemned as a blaſphemer, this 
righteouſnes 15s impured to vs from him, 
Joh. r7. 1.34. 5.6.&c. Heb. 5.7.8. And with 
this gracc,the other to be godly and iuſt,is 
alwaycs giuen, Tit.2.13.and 12.13.Hence 
wee are taught, that feeling ſome readines 
ynto godlinelle, we ſhould curne our ſelues 
al{o to indenour to worke iuſticc: and con- 
trarie, the ſeconde thing commaundcd in 
this diutfion,is, weſhould preferre Jouc,de- 
light,&c.

Ir is not like the other 3. ha- 
uing reaſons annexed, this the firſt and the 
chicfeſt ſhould wante, 3.A generall autho- 
rizing of the lawe went before, Wee may 
note the reaſons are added, to thewe vs our 
ſinne the butter, when we ihall (ce we haue 
broken not a bare precepr, bur a precept 
perſwaded by ſuch vnan{werable reaſons. 
Alſo that when we riſe by Chriſt, we mighe 
not onely be taught what to doe, but b:e 
allured coir. Thy Lord. This worde /ehowa 
notcrli out his being crernall, infinite, be- 
ginning and cuding of all thinges, Exod. z. 
x4. Reucl., 1.8, 
By thisir appeareth, this Lawe appertaye 
n<th to all, becauſe he is the Lorde of all. 


T by Gad,that is,one who docth vouchſafe 
thee 4 peculiar fauour, when ww thy creates 


heindued thee with corporall and ſpiritt- 
all benefites, and doeth enrich thee vnto 
crernall life, Pal.

By 
this appeareth, that neither wee nor the 
Iewes had promiſes of this lyfe only: laſtly, 
that the true fountaine of {ubieCtion vnto 
God,is this allurance.Heis our God, Ioſua.

By this we are caught the better ro nouriſh 
the former roote of obedience, to call of- 
ren ro remembrance the particular bene- 
fires of God.

In which part by a viual maner of the law , 
a part being pur for the whole, as in the 6.7 
9 commandements,& that one cf the tow- 
leſt looke, ro norc the fhlthines of the reſt, 
we are forbidde generally ro acknowledge, 
Jouc,delight in,delire, make or vie, peinge 
made,any invention of men, evther to pre= 
{ent God, or to declare howe hee is aficted 
t0- 
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towardes vs,or to do any maner of worſhip 
vnto him by, & is called the whoring after 
our own heart,ler.13.10.& 16.13.&18.12 
& r9.5.Col.2.22.23-Eſa.29.13.Mat.zy, 8. 
Now by the c6trarie is commanded, ro ac- 
knowledge,loue,defire,delightin,andourt- 
wardly practiſe all thoſe partes of his wor- 
ſhip,which he in his worde hath comman- 
ded,Dcu.12-32.l0h.4-22.. 2. King. 17. 26: 
In the ſecondin like maneris forbidden by 
one ſorte ro acknowledge,loue,&c. any 04 
ther vic of any rite or outward meanes vicd 
in theworthip or ſeruiceof god,the hehath 
ordained, loh.4.22.2.kin.1$8.4. By the con 
traric comanded to acknowledge,loue,&c. 
only the proper vſe of cuery rite &outward 
meanes which the Lord hath ordayned: fo 
to receyue the Sacramets as pledges to our 
contunction with Chriſt, the remithon of 
finnes in him,&c.not to inake them a facri 
fice for the quick & dead,not ro bow down 
& worthip the:1o rorecetue theMiniſters as 
the mellengers of god,to recocile vs by the 
goſpel,to forgiue vs our linns by the word, 
ro command vs our duty, &c.Bur yct as 1n- 
ſtruments, 2 Cor. 5.1 8.Matth.18. 18. And 
therefore may not worthip th+,ſfacrifice ro 
them,&c.Act.10.16.8 14.13. And this 1s 
the true ſcnſe of the commandement,

ſee forbidds in the firſt part, the making of 
Images, to liken God, orto worthip him, 
whether grauen or painted, R6.4.12.Ezec. 

5.21.No lmage of God mult bee 
made,s becauſe he 1s a {pirir, nor of Chriſt 
bbccauſe pictures & images are teachers of 
lies, ncither thoſe nor any other (uch (hold 
be ſuffered in the Church,or at home, cbe- 
cauſe wee are inſtructed ſufficiently in the 
Goſpell,aExod.z 3.24. Rom. 1.23.bIer. 10. 
8. Aba. 2.18.19. c Gal, 3.4.1.Cor-4.6.2,T1. 
3.17. Forbidden in the 2.partc,ro wor(hip 
Images,to ſet them vp,to gilde them. or a- 
nic maner of way to ſerue them, Mat.

The hrlt title 1s added ro note his great 
power, to doc what hee will, {© that being 
pcrſwaded in the hirite propertie of his rea» 
dinclle ro puntthe, and in the {ſecond of his 
readincs to reward . And hrlt in this of his 
ower we neede not to doubt ar all, & ſuch 
vic we thould make of his Titles. P{al. 2. 12

taken from maried folkes, Hoſ.2.2.Ezech. 
16. who cannot abide their wiues thuulde 
giue cither in aftccti6, or in gelture, cote- 
naunce, or any manner of bchautour to 0- 
thers,that which appertaineth to them 0n- 
lie : and by this wce gather the greatneſle 
of the {11ncs, eyther of grolle Idolatrie, or 
any countenance vnto it.

Therfore here 
he comprehendeth all theſe, & forbidderh 
to vic vainly,that is, vnreuerently & raſhly 
talſly,or hy pocritically, lightly and vnpro- 
fitably,al which are virered by the Hebrew 
word : {o that by the contrary here 15 com- 
maunded to know,allowe,loue,delire, and 
practiſe the true vic of G O D his name in 
all the outward meanes of his worſhipp,by 
being prepared reuerently to take it vp, by 
bringing the proper affections inthe vſcof 
it, and by ſhootinge at that molt profitable 
end, which he hath apointed for cuery one. 
Al which we muſt colider in cuery of them 
{cucrally,& firſt in thoſe things, which ha- 
uing imprinted his name in them, he hath 
given vs, and thoſe whiche are directly at- 
tri buted ro him, his titles, and workes. His 
titles accordinge to the double vie of them 
ſimply, or in an othe hathdouble caution 
{cr downe in the word.In the ſimple viewe 
mult be prepared either by premeditation, 
orcls by ſome occalion going aforc, which 
docth ſtirre vp the ſcuerall aticctions of the 
heart in the vie of them,R6.9.5. 1.Tim.4.

17.2.Chron. 24.22. Here is forbidden the 
vinall raking vp of the titles of God, nor 
hauing our aftection prepared to the reue- 
ent viz of them: by any of theſe means, the 

proper aftection here muſt be according ro 
the title and vſe of it, as in the example of 
Zach. 2. Chron. 24. 22. Beeing led by the 
occation of their vniuſt & vnmercifull dea- 
ling with him, had a full perſwalion & fec- 
ling of the fight and 1uſtice of rhe Lord, 8 
ſo made vie of that glorious title the Lorde 
to rerrifie them, & to bring them ro repen- 
taunce.

In him alſo we 
mult receiue power with this former grace 
to dic vnto this hnue, and rife vnto this 
part of obedience. 

Nowe followcth the reaſon whereby he 
docth both make plaine thc obedience , & 
allure vs vato it. He allureth, becauſe hee 
giucth this equitie perpetuall , that ſceinge 
in lixe dayes wee may doe all our worke, 
which is neceſlaric for the maintenance of 
this life, and prouilion of our families, whi- 
cheis declared by theſe oppolitions 1n the 
9.and 19.verſcs. Six dayes thou {halt work, 
but the ſcuenth is the reſt or Saboth of the 
Lorde thy God. In lixe d2ycs doe all thy 
worke,in the {eucnth doe no worke, bur 
of the Saboth.Mat. 12.5. T he Saboth unto 
the Lorde,iJere,as in that afore, arc the pa- 
piſtes confuted , who ordayned Saboths to 
Saintes and Angels.a worihip due to the 
Lorde oncly,who alſo tooke away this lt- 
betic of iixe dayes wholy ,and roo often. 
No manner of worke, except for frugall = 
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ceſſirie of putting on of a mg , of meare, 
drinke, &c.which muſte bee as meancs ro 
hclpe and ſuccour the weaKenes of render 
and olde age, the ſtrength of flrong men in 
this exerciſe, who if they ſhould ordinarcly 
abſtayne on that day from thele thinges, ir 
would make them much vnableroaccom- 
pliike that worke of the Lode, and fo itis 
expounded, Luke. 3.15. Wherefore that of 
Exod. 35.3. was a rudiment ceremonial, 
whereby they were inſtructed to the reue- 
rence of the ſame, when as otherwiſe they 
might doe great things. This 1s further de- 
clared by adiſtribution of the efficient cau- 
les. T how, nor thy Sonne ,,nor thy Daoubrer, 
nor thy Seruant. By which we {ce we do not 
ahh obſcrue the Saboth, excepral with- 
in our gatcs,that is,our authorimic, (fo cal- 
led. becauſe they bound the properplace of 
eucry man where he exerciſcth any autho- 
ritic) doe Iikewile ſanCtihe the ſame. The 
ſecond reaſon is drawne from the example 
of the Lorde him felfe, che more to allure 
vs and mouc vs, who contende to comme 
necre the excellent. ſo Chriſte gaue an ex- 
ample for vsto followe. For the Lord made 
heauen C7 earth in ſix dayes, but the ſeauenth 
ke rested. By that {cuenth day, he poynterh 
out the lewes Saboth, the {cauenth from 


the creation, tothe which daye they were 
neuer 
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neuer precilcly ryed, becauſe being the ſea. 
nenth 1t carricd a note of perfeCEtion, and {o 
did ihadowe out the exccllencic of our reſt 
vnder Chriſt, Hcb.4. 20. and therc{ore be- 
caulc that was ceremoniall,that proper day 
was pointed our to Adam, Gen-2. 

Whereas 1t this had not bin ceremomiall, he 
had not needed, becaule the morall equitie 
of one in ({cucn, was written in his hearr, as 
abouc hath bene nored. And thus as 1t was 
a figure of our fanctification and adoption, 
It was nor a picce uf the fit table, but ra-
